GARDIN GREENS UNTIL 
WINTER 


Edible greens may be defined as 
the leaves of any vegetables which 
may be coir limed cooked or raw, al­ 
though in common usage the term is 
generally applied to those crops 
whose foliage requires cooking. Any­ 
way, 
there are several healthful 
greens crops which may and should 
be grown liberally in the late gar­ 
den. 
First on the schedule for immedi­ 
ate planting are collards, a favorite 
throughout the south Seed may be 
sown in rows until the first few days 
of August and plants later thinned 
to stand 
18 to 20 inches apart. 
Leaves w ill be large enough to h a r­ 
vest in 45 to 50 days. This close rela­ 
tive of the cabbage Is not injured by 
light frosts. Tile vitamin content of 
1 collard leaven is higher than th at of 


cabbage 
Swiss chard may be Startex! at 
once by sowing seed in the row 
where the crop is to grow’. L ater 
seedlings should be thinned to stand 
>ix inches apart. Chard is actually a 
form of beet which is grown for its 
tender leaves instead of its roots. 
Spinach rem ains one of the most 
healthful of all greens. It w ithstands 
light frosts w ithout injury. Spinach j 
may be seeded safely in this latitude 
any time during August. Most varie­ 
ties reach edible size in 45 to 50 days. 
Wise gardeners should sow a liberal 
bed before August IO and thus enjoy 
cuttings soon after the middle of 
September. 
Mustard is ready to eat within 30 
days after sowing seed. Because it j 
Is resistant to light frosts, m ustard 1 
should be seeded every two weeks 
until la'e September. 
Unless they are harvested while 


youn:r. turnip greens may be bitter 
during hot weather. Therefore, gar­ 
deners should sow a small bed every 
ten 
days 
until 
late 
September. 
Turnips for roots should be started 
by August I. 
Rarely do home gardeners utilize 
leaf lettuce to its full nutritional 
worth. Here is a healthful vegetable 
th a t can be grown almost every 
m onth in thfe year. Moat varieties 
reach edible size in 40 to 50 days 
after seeding. Outdoor beds may be 
started now, but sowings made after 
mid-August should be started in 
open coldframes so sash may later be 
used to protect the delicate plants 
from driving rains and unseasonally 
cold weather Leafing varieties of 
lettuce* are not injured by light 
frosts arui thrive in cool season*. As 
previously reported here, the editor 
visited a home in northern Pennsyl­ 
vania where leaf lettuce vfas h a r­ 
vested from beneath pine bough pro­ 
tection on New Year's day 
Kale remains the acknowledged 
peer of late greens. It is resistant to 
light freezes and Is actually more 
tender and tasty after fall weather 
turns snappy. If grown on ridges to 
avoid standing w ater late kale may 
be covered lightly with straw, coarse 
hay or evergreen boughs in late fall 
and carried edible far into early 
winter. 
In most greens crops nature has 


POST-HARVEST BRAMBLE CARE 
Experience proves there are four 
im portant reasons for pruning jut 
the old or bearing canes of raspberry, 
blackberry, dewberry, and Boysen­ 
berry plants as soon as the berries 
are 
harvested. 
Around 
these 
is 
logically found a sound program of 
summer bramble care. They are: 
1. The old canes are spent and use- * 
les> as soon as berries are picked 
They will not bear again. By remov­ 
ing them at once, all the plants 
vigor will go into the new canes on 
which next year's crop will be borne. 
2. Several insects, such as cane 
borers, are destroyed by this p M - 
harvest sanitation, also such dis­ 
eases as mosaic and anthracnose are 
greatly reduced. 
3. After the old canes are removed 
the new canes should be pinched 
back to promote more and lower 
laterals and thereby create tops of 
better bearing shape for next year. 
4. Im m ediately after fruit is har­ 
vested all bramble plants should be 
carefully 
sprayed 
with 
Bordeaux 
m ixture to reduce anthracnose, cane 
blight, and spur blight <on red rasp­ 
berries* 
Effective spraying is diffi­ 
cult unless the old canes are first 
pruned out. 
The new canes of black and purple 
raspberries should be pinched back 
(Just the shoot tip* when they are 
18 to 28 inches tall. Red raspberry 
canes should nol be pinched back at 
any time. 
It is advisable to allow new canes 
of blackberry plants to reach 
a 
height of 24 to 30 inches before 
pinching them back If this opera­ 
tion was overlooked in June it should 
be perform ed at once. 
Canes of improved dewberry plants 
should be cut out and removed as 
soon as the berries are picked New- 
canes should run on the ground until 
late February before they are tied 
up 
to 
their 
supports—individual 
stakes or wire trellises. In the m ean­ 
time weeds may be controlled by 
hand pulling or hoe. 
Boysenberry growers usually treat 
their plants in much the same m an­ 
ner as commercial growers handle 
blackberry 
and 
dewberry 
plants.

canes are kept 
tied up to 
wooden or wire trellises.

thinks his Job of rebuilding, Eu- 
ropes’ defenses isn't finished 
D em ocrats — P resiednt T rum an 
has given no h in t of w hether he ll 
seek re-election. A pparently aw ait­ 
ing his decision, m ost of his fellow 
D em ocrats 
have 
rem ained 
pretty 
m um on any other choice of their 
own, if any 
They don't seem to have a wide 


choice. G iven most m ention as pos­ 
sible D em ocratic candidates if Mr 
I T rum an doesn’t run are these three: 
Senator Douglas of 
Illinois; 
and 
the Suprem e C ouits C hief Justice 
Vinson and Associate Justice Doug- 
| las. 
"Ike" A Republican 
H ie Suprem e Court is not a place 
for devoloping political a ttra c t lve- 
| ness and the two justices don’t have 
J m uch popular backing; and as for 
Senator D ouglas — the P resident is 
reported to dislike him intensely. 
T he experts ridicule any sugges­ 
tion th a t if Mr. T rum an doesn’t run 
he m ight, if he wanted to, be able 
to persuade Eisenhower to take the 
D em ocratic nom ination. 
R epublican backers of th e gen­ 
eral chum to know he is a R epub­ 
lican and would run only on the 
R epublican ticket. Only last week 
the President said he doesn’t think

W hile he was still active as presi­ 
dent of Columbia university Eisen­ 
how er once said people looking for 
security could find it in Jail, a re ­ 
m ark w hich brought him criticism .

from 
his own 
students at 
Colum bia. 
Ifs And More Ifs 
B ut th e general is m uch closer to 
the President's views on foreign a f­ 
fairs th a n his is to S enator T a ft’s 
T he general and the President both 
w ant strong m ilitary alliance with 
Europe, backed up by a lot of Am er­ 
ican aid. 
T aft, from away back, h asn ’t been 
very w arm about close tie-ups with 
Europe. 
If Mr. T rum an doesn't run and 
T aft cinches the R epublican nom i­ 
nation, 
Eisenhower 
m ight 
accept 
th e D em ocratic nom ination because 
he differs so m uch from T aft on 
foreign affairs.

RANDOM NOTES ABOTT 
PEACHES 
Brown rot control or prevention 
is a task for late spring and early 
summer attainable through applica­ 
tion of the full standard program 
of tfprfys recommended 
U nfortu­ 
nately many growers postpone in ­ 
terest in this destructive disease 
until evidence* of infection are visi­ 
ble just before peaches begin to 
ripen T ien control Is Impossible. 
However, even this late in the sea­ 
son some reduction in losses from 
brown rot may be gained by spray­ 
ing at once with wettable sulphur 
mixed according to directions on the 
particular brand package Applica­ 
tions may be repeated at IO to 14 
day intervals, with the Anal spray 
made not later than 20 days from 
the time peaches are expected to 
begin ripening. Such a schedule of 
protection is doubly necessary if the 
weather is hot and rainy. The same 
sprays will help reduce scab d an ­ 
gers 
Spores which cause brown rot live 
over from one year to the next in 
rotten or mummied fruits left on 
the trees or covered beneath litter 
on the ground. One of the most ef­ 
fective ways to reduce the number 
of spores is to gather and bury 
deeply all infected peaches left on 
the trees Leaves and other debris 
beneath or around the trees should 
be turned under or otherwise re­ 
moved before winter in order to 
include infected and rotted fruits 
covered there. 
Next month is the proper time 
to wage war on the peach tree borer. 
These dangerous enemies of tile 
peach spend their winter as partly 
grown larvae feeding in the trunk 
base and larger roots just below the 
ground surface. T ie main reason 
why September combat is stressed 
lies in the fact that all the deposited 
eggs are hatched by that date and 
the borers <larvae* are actively ex­ 


posed to fumigation treatm ents. 
Inexperienced peach tree owners 
may detect the presence of borers by 
masses of gum and frass near the 
tree base Closer examination will 
reveal the larvae feeding in the 
bark or wood directly beneath the 
bark But remember, this is not the 
insect th at causes gum to exude 
from upper trunk and m ain limbs. 
Paradichlorobenzene crystals are 
recommended 
for control 
of the 
trunk base and root borer. They 
should be applied about September 
25 or a few days earlier. 
In the 
last 
two years several 
chemical companies have placed on 
the m arket a mineral oil-paradi- I 
chlorobenzene 
mixture 
which 
is 
easier to apply than the crystal j 
form In this case directions of the 
m anufacturer should be 
followed 
explicitly. 
If other farm work crowds out I 
applications of paradichlorobenzene 
until after September 25. ethylene 
dichloride may be used Instead up 
until after the first of November. 
But many commercial peach grow­ 
ers have reported more or less se­ 
vere Injury to trees from .this new- 
chemical. However, when It is ap- ; 
plied carefully according to direc­ 
tions which appear on the contain­ 
er, borers will be controlled and 
trees not injured 
In several Instances where the 
editor has investigated cases of tree !

CONFUSING TOMATO DISEASES 
Since 
late 
blight 
moved 
into 


northern gardens and tom ato fields 
on a widely destructive scale, grow­ 
ers lh general and home gardeners 
In particular have become blight- 
. conscious in numerous 
instances. 
They are so certain that every dis­ 
ease symptom seen on tom ato stems, 
leaves and fruits is positive proof 
of blight that they merely write 
the editor and say. “How can I save 
my tomatoes from blight?" 
T iis confusion has occurred sev- 
! eral times in the last two weeks. 
For example, there is a condition of 
tomatoes known as Leaf Roll. It is 
not a disease; it is an adverse re­ 
action in the older or lower leaves 
resulting from excessive rains. In 
many sections of the east growers 
are reporting this condition with 
no little concern th at it is blight a r­ 
riving ahead of schedule. Even com­ 
mercial growers often confuse symp­ 
toms of Leaf Roll with those of 
Bacterial Wilt and Bacterial Canker. 
In all three cases leaves roll up­ 
ward. but there resemblances among 
symptoms end 
In Leaf Roll resulting from ex­ 
cessive rain only the lower or older 
leaves are affected. In extrem e cases 
the rolling may extend halfway to 
the top of the plant. But seldom 
are yields or tomato quality affected 
by 
this 
condition. 
Staked 
and 
pruned plants may show more leaf 
roll than unpruned and unstaked 
plants. 
In Bacterial Wilt all foliage wilts 
rapidly and the entire plant dies 
quickly without any yellowing or 
spotting of the leaves T ie disease is 
soil-borne and cannot be curbed by 
any known sprays or dusts. Long 
rotations and sanitary plant bed 
m anagem ent are the m ain keys of 
prevention. 
Bacterial Canker is seen in wilting 
of leaf margins near the plant base, 
with the wilted tissues curling up­ 
ward and dying. Usually affected 
plants show a one-sided develop­ 
ment. 
Later 
the 
characteristic 
cankers appear on the stalks. This 
disease is seed-borne and must be 
combated solely by seed treatm ents 
and plant bed sanitation Long ro ta­ 
tions between tom ato and related 
crops are advised in preventing both 
Bacterial Wilt and Bacterial Canker. 
But how may the grower know 
positively when late blight attacks 
his tomatoes? 
^ 
On the leaves the .first evidences 
of late blight are seen as greenish, 
water-soaked patches darker than 
norm al areas These enlarge rapid­ 


ly and gradually turn to a dark 
brown, causing Live affected leave* to 
wither. There is no m arked rolling 
In wet w eather there is a white 
fungus growth on the lower sides of 
the stricken tissues. 
On the stem late blight reveals 
brownish water-soaked spots much 
like those on the leaves. 
On the fruits late blight is first 
seen as small, water-soaked blotches 
th at commonly appear on the upper 
surfaces of the fruit*. The affected 
tissue 
turns 
brown 
but 
rem ains 
firm Later the spots enlarge rapid­ 
ly and become slightly sunken. 
Late blight can be fully prevented 
by dusting tomatoes with one of

A block party to raise operating 
funds for the Emmitsburg VFW nm* 
hula nee will 
be 
held on DePatil 
street, Emmitsburg, Friday and Sat­ 
urday, with sponsors of the party 
hoping it will attract support from 
not only the borough but from the 
area surrounding the community. 
Need for support of the ambulance 
fund Is based upon the fact that the 
ambulance has more than proven tt- * 
self of value to the community, spon­ 
sors of the block party said today. 
Since its purchase in February, 
IiHB, by the Emmitsburg VFW for 
17.500, the ambulance has traveled 
more than 20.000 miles answering
